Washington—The Federal Reserve 


board means business. Fully aware 
of the fact that its power and 
prestige have been challenged, the 
board is determined to use every 


"moral influence at its disposal in 


order to curb speculation and reduce 
the cost of borrowing for commer- 
cial purposes. 


The announcement by the advis- 


ory council of the Federal Reserve 
board is more significant than ap- 
pears on the surface. This council 
has been little used in the operations 
of the Federal Reserve system, but 
it is after all the most direct point 
of contact that the board has with 
its member banks. The next step 
will be to call meetings of the var- 
ious regional councils in the hope 
that there will be Impressed upon 
member banks the vital necessity of 
cooperation at this time with the 
federal reserve board. 


SUBSTITUTE FOB FORCE 


What has happened is that the 


Federal Reserve board, lacking as it 
does the power of coercion by law, 
is faced with the necessity of finding j 
a substitute. It is therefore appeal- 
ing to the public opinion of the bank- 
ing world to help out in the execu- 
tion of the difficult, as well as the 
delicate matter of policy. 


It all comes down to this: Will 


the Individual banks ' take a hint 
from the guiding authorities In the 
Federal Reserve system and quickly 
call a halt on the use of funds for 
speculative purposes and will they 
run the risk of antagonizing custo- 
mers who maintain large deposits? 
Then there are banks not connected 
with the Federal Reserve system 
which might benefit 
because they 


would get these deposits. 
Again, 


there is no way of telling when one 
bank borrows from another what the 
purpose of the transaction is to be. 


There are plenty of ways of cir- 


cumventing: legal action as well as 
ignoring the appeal of the federal 
reserve board. That is why It ,1s so 
essential to the board that its in- 
fluence be exercised in the form of 
a petition and appeal for cooperation 
rather than as a coercive measure.

left here at 10:30. 


He ended his month's vacation In 


Florida Monday and Is due to reach 
Washington 
Tuesday by special 


train to await his inauguration. 


Since most presidents-elect have 


waited until the day before March 4 
to enter the national capital, Mr. 
Hoover's decision to go back 13 days 
before the end of the administration 
of Calvin Coolidge has furnished still 
another subject for speculation. 


Some say he is having difficulties 


in determining, the complete person- 
nel of his cabinet; others that some 
of the congressional leaders are not 
satisfied with his plans regarding 
the farm relief-tariff revision extra 
session of the new congress and still 
others that he wants to confer with 
some of those he has chosen as 
members of his official family. 


The president-elect 
himself 
has 


maintained silence. It is explained 
on his behalf, however, that there 
is no mystery about the matter; that 
he wants to complete his inaugural 
address and hold conferences with 
some who could not come conven- 
iently to Belle Isle at this time. 


FEAR OFFICE-SEEKERS 


In returning to Washington far 


in advance of his inauguration, Mr. 
Hoover is running counter to 
the 


advice of some of his friends who 
have expressed 
the apprehension 


that he literally will be overrun by 
office-seekers. Apparently this con- 
tingency 
is not causing the presi- 


dent-elect concern. 


While he has been able to embark

crowds lured by prospects of an

—Senator Reed of Missouri Monday 
resumed his farewell attack in the 
senate upon the prohibition law. 


The senator began soon after the 


day's session opened, aware that Sen- 
ator Borah of Idaho, contemplated 
delivering a reply. Borah sat silently 
as Reed opened with the same bit- 
terness he employed Saturday in his 
criticism of the dry law. The imme- 
diate object of his fire was the pend- 
ing Jones bill to increase maximum 
penalties for violations of the law. 


Reed declared at the beginning of 


his address that "a. remark made 
baturday in jest seems to have ca-.rs- 
ed some uneasiness." He referred to 
his statement that he might some- 
time make public the names of con- 
gressmen who vote dry but never- 
theless drink. 


"I thought I had made clear that 


it was a joke, but I suppose I should 
have labelled it so," the Missourian 
said with a broad smile. 


"I am not going to make those 


names public. I would not violate 
the confidence of friends. 
So all 


n^ay be composed. 


"I may have made mistakes dur- 


ing my life but I have never.sunk 
to the low level of a prohibition in- 
former." 


With this preliminary, the Senator 


waded into his address with clear 
cut sentences and a slow measured 
voice. 


"Force has been substituted 
for 


reason," he said, 'the penitentiary for 
persuasion, cruelty for charity. We 
have abandoned the Bible and the 
Prayer book and have taken to the 
lash, the prison, the gun, the blud- 
geon. 


"But this spirit of intolerence Is 


abroad," he said, "and we hear the 
idea that whatever can be done un- 
<ier a law is just and right and right- 
eous. The law justifies any cruelty, 
it seems, any atrocity.

"The law has been the Instrument 


of tyrants since time began. Depots 
have, by the law, sought to justify 
and* cloak their deeds which have 
saturated the world with blood, filled 
the air with tears and groans of the 
dying. 


"The law! What Is the law? It Is 


not 
jmething that merely springs 


from common consent. It is more, it 
must be founded on justice and must 
express equity and right. 


"JLet no man say that I am declar- 


ing we should defy this law. I do 
not so declare. 


"We have the power to change. It 


is our business to proceed in the 
right way 
to remedy whatever 


wrongs may exist. I 
have been 


speaking upon the theory that this 
is a bad. a destructive law. 


"It has Introduced corruption Into 


the political life of our country. If 
I should undertake to marshal all the 
facts at my command we would be 
here until the cock crows in the 
morning. • 


"This law has to be enforced by a 


class of men known as undercover 
men, 
spies. What Is a spy? He is the 


lowest form of animal life. He Is a 
creature who has abandoned In ad- 
vance every principle of honor. De- 
stroy honor and 
a man becomes a 


wild beast. A man of that kind wil 
do anythlnjr that his cowardly sou 
will permit him to do. 


"What does tho record spell. "1 


spells this story: That you can't ge 
decent men to do this work. It then 
goes into the hands of criminals an 
near criminals. Prostitutes have been 
hired and sent out to lure men int 
rooms.

Madison—(/P)—An increase in the 
•tate's death rate during 1928, due 
largely to influenza and pneumonia 
epidemics, is reported by the state 
department of public health. 


The rate for the year was higher 


than it has been in five years, being 
11 persons per thousand population, 
as contrasted to 10.4 for 1927. 


Typhoid fever, with only 23 deaths 


In the entire state, five of which 
were of the mild type known as para- 
typhoid, etruck the lowest point ever 
reached in Wisconsin. 
This total 


represents about three-fourths of one 
death per thousand population. 


With a few reports still due, of- 


ficials were able to predict the low- 
est death rate fo- tuberculosis in the 
history of the state. It is believed 
flnal figures will show Wisconsin to 
have passed the year 
with fewer 


than 1,700 deaths from tuberculosis. 


Another uncommonly low death to- 


tal was credited to measles. Only 13 
deaths made up the year's record. It 
is believed this is not equalled in any 
other state with a comparable popu- 
lation. 


Smallpox gave the state only two 


deaths In 1928. This low fatality is 
credited to the general vaccination 
following the 1925 epidemic. 


With 72 deaths from scarlet fever, 


this malady showed an increase of 
nine deaths over 1927. Prior to 1925, 
however, the annual 
scarlet fever 


mortality had usually been 200 or 
more. 


Diphtheria produced the smallest 


number of deaths that has been re- 
corded in the state for at least 20 
years. 
The total was 98. Toxin- 


^antHosin for prevention, and anti- 
toxin for (jure of cases are the Im- 
portant factors credited for this de- 
cline.

where, Bleyer Finds

newspapers the world over, Prof. 
Wlllard G. Bleyer, director of the 
school of journalism, University of 
Wisconsin, told members of the mid- 
winter meeting of the 
Wisconsin 


Press Association in an address here 
today. 


"American enterprise in news ga- 


thering, American methods of effec- 
tive display of news by means of 
headlines and make-up, 
American 


emphasis on non-news 
features, 


American comic strips, and Amer- 
ican forms of advertising have all 
found their way into newspapers 
both in Europe and in the Orient," he 
said. 


American newspapers prominence 


has been due largely to the tremend- 
ous development of newspaper ad- 
vertising in this country. Dr. Bleyer 
explained and added that as a result 
American newspapers contain from 
two to five times as many pages as 
do those of other countries. 


"The circulation of popular news- 


papers in England, France, and Jar- 
pan exceeds that of any American 
newspapers," Dr. Bleyer said.

ABftAHAM LINCOLN. 1881-'65

Washington —OP)— His carriage 


surrounded 
by soldiers and 
witl 


marksmen on the roofs of house: 
training their guns on Pennsylvania 
ave, the "great backwoodsman" rode 
from Willard's hotel to. the CapHo 
March 
4, 1861, to swear that he 


wouid preserve the Union. 


Although thousands of northern 


ers had come to the capital for the 
ceremony and the "free west" was 
represented as never before, there 
was little exultation at the inaugu 
ration of Abraham Lincoln. Seven 
states had already left the Union 
the nation was on the verge of civi 
war and a heavy atmosphere of an 
xiety hung over Washington. 


En route to the capital a few weeks 


before, Lincoln had been informec 
that secret service operatives 
hai 


uncovered a plot to assassinate him 
and he was finally induced to change 
his travel schedule. He left Harris- 
burg, Pa., secretly at night on a 
special train, 
traveled 
incognito 


through Baltimore and slipped quiet- 
ly into Washington at 6:05 in 
the 


morning. 


As Lincoln and the retiring Presi- 


dent, James Buchanan, proceeded 
slowly down the avenue in the in- 
augural procession, a "body-guard' 
:omposed of three companies of Dis- 
trict 
of 
Columbia 
volunteers,' 


marched before, behind and at 
the 


sides of their open barouche." 
The 


personnel of this battalion was al- 
most entirely 
German citizens of 


Washington. 


Entering the 
senate 
chamber 


Buchanan appeared "pale, sad and 
nervous" while Lincoln was "grave 
and impassive as an Indian martyr 
jut with face slightly flushed and 
ips compressed." After Vice Presi- 
dent Hamhn had taken the oath of 
office, the presidential party proceed- 
ed to the portico of the capitol. 


Lincoln was carrying his hat 
in 


s right hand and a roll of manu- 


script in his left hand. "Looking 
about for some place to put his hat, 
10 turned this way and^that, when 
Senator Stephen Douglas, one of his 
ompetitors 
for 
the 
presidency, 


ourteously reached out his hand, 
ook the embarrasing hat and held it 
during the address. 


In the inaugural parade was a 


float called "The Constitution." 
It 


was a car drawn by six white horses 
and carrying a group of girls, each 
n a white dress with a laurel wreath 
and the coat of arms of one of the 
.tates. This car pulled up at 
the 


Vhite House shortly after the Presi- 
dent had returned there from 
the 


japitol. "The little misses marched 
nto the mansion

picked up each one and kissed her.

the same experience and adopted the 
same slogan.

A piece of bad merchandise can be 


replaced by a better; an inferior edu- 
cational training, however, may bring 
permanent injury. Fortunately, quality 
has begun to assume value as it relates 
to our schools. 
The sign is in the 


lengthening term of service given to 
superintendent and teacher. 
This is 


due to a realization by boards of edu- 
cation that it is expensive to lose a 
strong superintendent and good teach- 
er from the community. An investment 
in the nature of a reasonable salary in- 
crement which will retain an able ex- 
ecutive is small when the fate of a con- 
tinued educational policy is at stake— 
when a community with a well-organ- 
ized, . functioning school system is 
faced with the loss of a recognized 
leader and plays with, odds on securing 
a less able executive. 


Such a salary increase is insurance 


against • depreciation—a 
preventive 


measure against lessened efficiency in 
the school system. The same situation 
may exist with the stronger personali- 
ties on the teaching staff. The depar- 
ture of a mediocre teacher is of little 
moment; the removal from the class- 
room of a personality that radiates 
cheer, hope, comradeship, courage and 
the will to work is a distinct loss. In 
recent years there is an increasing evi- 
dence that school administration is a 
business and subject to the laws of 
business. Today business is a symbol 
of quality—quality in the character of ' 
products, quality in the calibre of its 
workers. We hear business executives 
tell of the lengths they go to secure 
these—how they specify betterments, 
enforce standards and evaluate trade- 
marks. School officials have an equal 
concern for their products. 


Merchants employing large groups 


can tell you what labor turnover costs 
them. They can show you the expense 
of regaining a customer's interest lost 
through inferior service. 
Both items 


are expensive. They eat up profits. The 
business jof school administration is as 
sensitive to these methods of invest- 
ments as is every other business. 
To 


maintain educational equality in the 
face of increasing 
attendance is the 


challenge. What it costs the schools to 
regain a pupil whose interest is lost 
through inefficient teaching or man- | 
agement is not known in figures, nor 
can the loss to a community by the 
substitution of a weaker for a stronger 
type of teacher be measured. Parents 
who have experienced either'will say 
that the experimenting is expensive; 
that the loss is so self-evident it should 
be avoided. If, in a spirit of thought- 
less economy, it is not prevented, such 
economy may prove to be-costly and 
extravagant. 


The value of a commodity lies in the 


quality of its service. The buying of 
good administration and teaching at 
the figure the market demands would 
seem less expensive than the buying 
of inferior service at bargain rates. 
That school system which retains the 
interest of pupils and gives valued 
service through the executive and 
teaching force, may prove more eco- 
nomical than a s}-stem costing less per 
pupil but unable to hold the pupil's in- 
terest and giving mediocre sen-ice 
through a less efficient teaching staff. 
The quality of school service depends 
on holding the interest of its custo- 
mers and confining: the labor turnover 
to the less efficient 
Such procedure 


will go far toward remedying Hie high 
cost of cheap schools.

AUTOPSDES ON TONSILS 


Every individual who professes t 


be philanthopic ought to insert i 
his will, 
if necessary, a 
specifi 


clause asking that an autopsy be 
made it the physician deems it des 
irable. What the doctors may learn 
from such investigation cannot d 
the decendent any good, but then 
people do not make wills for thel 
own benefit Here it will occure t 
the shallow that doctors generallj 
bury their mistakes as quietly 
possible. If there is any.- truth ii 
that, the general custom of proviif 
ing in the will for the autopsy would 
discourage the practice. Indeed, 
believe it would bring, to light a-good 
deal of crime that now Is hidden by 
that solemn and sometimes question 
able instrument, the death certificate 
Even an alert and competant physi 
cian must have pretty tangible evi 
dence before he will venture to raise 
a question 
where there Is an 


doubt in his mind about the alleged 
cause of death. If there were .a 
routine, disinterested examination bj 
a properly constituted authority in 
every instance, this natural reluc 
tance of the physician to raise a 
question would not matter. 


Dr. Albert S. Welsh examined a 


thousands tonsils after 
the tonsils 


had been removed from patients in 
a city dispensary. He made such 
dissection as was necessary~~to de 
termine the condition of each tonsil 
just as a pathologist migbt conduci 
an ordinary autopsy (necropsy^ is 
the more modern term for the post 
mortem dissection). 


Among the thousand tonsils there 


were three that showed tuberculous 
lesions, one had cancer, and one a 
non-malignant kind of tumor. Of the 
thousand tonsils examined, 430 re- 
vealed no evidence of disease. Two 
hundred cheesy masses in the crypts. 
Good authorities assure us that all 
tonsils show these cheesy masses in 
the tonsils show these cheesy masses 
in the crypts or openings now and 
then. Only 70 of thetonsils examin- 
ed were ulcerated or contained true 
abscesses—*od of infection. Two hun- 
dred twenty of the thousand tonsils 
showed scars, evidence of previous 
infection, such as the familiar acute 
follicular tonsillts or attacks of 
quinsy or inflammation around the 
tonsils. Small bits of muscle were 
found attached to 139 of the 1,000 
tonsils examined; a trifle, but one 
that shows the surgeons are not 
quite efficient and skillful in practice 
as they are in preaching. 


Thus 93 per cent of the thousand 


tonsils examined were not seriously 
affected, altho 22 per cent of the 
thousand tonsils had been affected by 
some past inflammation (as Indicated 
by the scars).

sil autopsy that deserves mention 
lier« 5s tJiat xrhen several pairs of 
tonsils- were removed on the same 
day from different members of the 
same family, one pair usually bore 
evidence of infection an-d the others 
fr«re normal enough.

Soda Habit 


Is It harmful to drink a glass of 


water with a teaspoonful of baking 
soda every day?

Answer.—The soda is comparative- 


ly harmless if taken for a limited 
time. It is not advisable to use so 
much alkali habitually. I believe this 
applies also to its use on the teeth, 
tho I should be guided by the advice 
of my demist about that. Cocoa is 
the least stimulating of the three 
famjliar beverages, coffee, tea and 
cocoa. It is rather more stimulating: 
to the kidneys than it is to the heart 
for this reason, among others, cocoa 
is not advisable for children—ex- 
cept hi very small proportion to fla- 
vor milk when there Is a dislike for 
the taste of pure milk. 'For adults 
cocoa is wholesome enough.

WIVES OF GENIUSES 
^ 


It la an odd fact that there Is a 


glamor about genius which is likely 
to make girls' hearts flutter but ex- 
perience proves 
again and again 


that most girls have a much better 
chance for happiness with a prosaic 
and plodding professional or busi- 
ness man than with a poet or nov- 
elist or dramatist. 


Recently two books have been 


published that give point to this 
statement. Through letters and dia- 
ries they give us glimpses into the 
lives of the wives of two of 
the 


world's 
greatest geniuses—Tolstoi 


and Dostoevsky. Both of those wo- 
men would have been better oft* In 
every way if they had married men 
who left their 
spelling to their 


stenographers. 


Admirers of Tolstoi 
are in 
the 


habit of blaming his wife for inter- • 
fering with his genius. 
From the 


point of view of his genius they are 
probably right. He had all sorts of 
queer notions about living like a 
peasant, going 
barefooted behind 


the plow, living on coarse food and 
giving away his wealth. 


His wife had a large houseful of 


children and she was incapable of 
living in the rarefied atmosphere in 
which her exalted husband dwelt. 
She had the very human idea that, 
it was prudent to provide for old 
age and to give the children a start 
in life. She wanted to live somewhat 
in keeping with her position as the 
wife of one of the greatest literary 
figures on earth. 


All of which was entirely natur- 


al. Any average husband 
without 


genius would 
have 
sympathized 


with her and worried with her. Her 
chances for happiness would have 
been much greater than they were 
with Tolstoi. She would never have, 
been heard of but she would also'^i 
have escapted many of the penalties 
that go with sharing the life of an 
irritable genius. And at the end she 
would not have been barred from 
the room where her husband 
lay 


dead, on the assumption that she 
was his worst enemy. 


The case of the wife of Dostoevs- 


ky Is even more striking. The great 
Eussian novelist was almost twice 
his wife's age and he often treated 
her in a way that hardly any wo- 
man would have tolerated. Nearly all 
his life be was desperately poor and 
he dragged his wife from pillar to 
post all over Europe to escape cred- 
itors. 


He was an epileptic and a gam- 


bler. Instead of conserving the little 
money they had he would sometimes 
gamble it away and then demand of 
his wife the tiny sums she had care- 
fully saved for an emergency. He 
would even use the few jewels she 
had as gambling stakes and then, 
after losing everything, abuse her 
for their poverty instead of taking 
the blame himself. - 


The,life of Dostoevsky 
and 
his 


wife was such that very few women 
would have put up with it. Certain- 
ly no one need envy Madame Tolstoi 
and Madame Dostoevsky for having; 
been the wives of two of the great- 
est geniuses ofsthe nineteenth'cen- 
tury. 
- 


These two are not isolated cases. 


They are perhaps a little more pro-' 
nounced than the average because 
in addition to being geniuses these- 
two men were -Russians--which / \n. 
nothing against tbepr except that, 
if the Russian novels are to be be- 
lieved, it must take special matri- 
monial talent to live with them.

Delay in Remedy Is Feared, 


However, Because of State 
Legislation 


BY J. C. ROYLE 


New York—Can the traffic cops of 


the petroleum Industry 
keep pro 


ducers from running- through the 
stop signals which indicate danger 
to the industry? That Is what the 
oil men of the United States are 
striving desperately today to find 
out.. 


The America!! Petroleum Institute 


has finally taken a definite position 
on curtailment of oil production. But 
the remedy seems doomed to some 
delay, since the institute depends on 
state legislation to bring about a 
halt to wasteful over-production. The 
institute is also In favor of setting 
up machinery for international con- 
trol. 


If the necessary curtailment can 


be effected, the industry is optimistic 
over the 
outlook, 
provided ma- 


chinery to control production can be 
put into commission before many 
weeks have passed. This seems a 
somewhat anomalous position, since 
state legislative action must neces- 
sarily spell some delay and foreign 
producers are not disposed to order 
their business to suit the American 
end of the industry. 
However, re- 


gional committees will be set up in 
^Pacific coast, mid-west, gttlf-Atlantio 
and eastern territory, as well as for 
Mexico and Central and South Amer- 
ica. 


AGREE ON REDUCTION 


Perhaps the most significant and 


encouraging development has been 
the agreement in Oklahoma to re- 
duce production or crude to 650,000 
barrels daily until May 1. If the 
Texas and California operators will 
gjfollow, tangible results will be pro 


It is estimated 
over 500,000,000 


barrels of oil now are above ground 
and production 
Is causing 
those 


stock to increase. This has resulted 
In cuts in gasoline prices as well as 
crude prices. 


It is estimated gasoline demand in 


1929 will run 408,000,000 barrels or 
an increase of 8.2 per cent com- 
pared with 1928, but this amount will 
be exceeded 20 per cent by reduction 
unless there Is curtailment. Expert 
statisticians In the Industry feel that 
160,000 barrels a day could be cut 
from production without 
lowering 


supplies near the danger mark or 
even causing sharp reduction in 
stocks. 


This situation has developed com- 


petition In marketing refined pro- 
ducts to such an extent that all 
kinds of methods, neither fair to the 
industry nor the consuming pubuic, 
have arisen. The petrolem Institute 
has frankly placed Its cards on the 
table with the federal trade commis- 
sion and submitted a code of ethics 
for marketing practices for federal 
approval.

The dry organizations have pro- 


duced no leader in Washmglon to 
take the place of the late Wayne B. 
Wheeler. Prominent drys both of 
the Anti-Saloon League and other 
groups are criticizing F. Scott ale- 
Bride, the league's general superin- 
tendent, who tried to fill Wheeler's 
shoes as legislative director. It is 
commonly believed that McBride will 
lose the legislative job; Dr. Clarence 
True Wilson of the Methodist Board 
of Temperance, Prohibition and Pub- 
lic Morals, is said to be after it. 


If Wheeler had been alive, many 


league people say, he would still be 
holding the whip over Congress and 
would have made a league victory 
of Senator Bruce's proposal to spend 
$250,000,000 more for prohibition en- 
forcement. 
Instead the leaderiess

RADIO REGULATION 


Commission May Hold for 


Another Year on Coo- 
lidge's Recommendation 


Washington — OP) — The official 


statement from the white house that 
President Coolidge was of the opin- 
ion that it would be advisable to con- 
tinue for one year the administrative 
functions of the federal radio com- 
mission is expected to have consid- 
erable weight with congress, which 
is considering the problem of radio 
regulation. 


On March 4, radio will become one 


of, the responsibilities of the new 
president. Whether President-elect 
Hoover In his conferences with Pres- 
ident Coolidge discussed the continu- 
tkfice of the commission or radio sit- 
Wttlon in general has not been di- 
vulged. Following the 1926 break- 
down in federal regulation of broad- 
casting. President Coolidge asked 
congress to draft new legislation and 
the Radio act of 1927 resulted. 


The advice of Mr. Hoover 
"was 


sought in the preparation of this 
legislation. He told congress he be- 
lieved that duties of a semi-judicial 
character should not be handled by an 
Individual such as the secretary of 
commerce but should be handled by 
a board of commission. 


The new radio act provided a com- 


mission of five, automatically ter- 
minating an existing licenses and 
adopting the principle that "public 
convenience. Interest and necessity" 
Should be the basis for granting li- 
censes. 


Although there has been consider- 


able criticism at congressional bear- 
tags regarding phase? cl the Novem- 
ber reaDocation of stations, there 
lias been no concerted opposition to 
the continuance of the commission 
in its present capacity. The broad- 
casters' organizations aslted congress 
for a more flexible Interpretation 
of equal allocation -under the law 
and other amendments but did not 
demand discontinuance of the com- 
mission. 


Even Individual station owners,, 


who complained of their treatment 
nnd;.- the allocation, said they were 
not. 
opposed to commission regula- 


tion but expres^ grievance at the 
actions of individual commissioners. 


Madison—(JP)— Wisconsin forest 


fire loss was materially reduced dur- 
ing the last season the state conser- 
vation department announced Fri- 
day. The department has completed 
a survey of the fires and areas 
burned. 


Increased flre protection facilities 


and weather unfavorable to fires are 
given as the reasons for the reduc- 
tion. 


In all of the 11 forest protection 


districts, 13,000,000 acres in north- 
ern Wisconsin, there were only 430 
fires reported. These burned over an 
area of less than 45,000 acres. Most 
of this was cut-over marsh land. 


Nearly half of the burned area is 


located in the new flre protection 
district No. 9, including parts • of 
Langlade, Oconto, and 
Shawano 


counties, and 
established in 
the 


spring of 1928. 


A backward April was followed by 


a sharp dry spell in May, during 
which time almost 70 per cent of 
the fires occurred. The summer was 
cool, with well distributed rains, and 
the fall months were unusually wet, 
including October when trouble Is 
generally expected. 


More, and better protection and 


more systematic organization char- 
acterized the work , of the 
depart- 


ment of forestry of the conservation 
commission during 1928, a conserva- 
tion department announcement said. 
The area included within all forest 
protection districts at the end of 
1927 was 
more than 
8,500,000 


acres. This was increased by nearly 
four million acres during 1928. Three 
new districts were organized during 
the spring at last year, and .work 
was commenced on still another dis- 
trict embracing one million . acres, 
which will come under full protec- 
tion during 1929. 


Equipment was increased in this 
way: 


Five new ranger offices and ga- 


rage buildings were erected; 22 look- 
outs were built; and 27 miles of tele- 
phone lines were constructed; pumps 
were purchased, as were .several 
thousand feet of hose; Hand tools 
such as shovels, axes, palls, etc., 
were materially increased, and the 
roadside fire prevention signs were 
renewed and. new ones were set up 
in many districts. 


In the report of C. L. Harrington, 


superintendent of forests, the causes 
of fires are Itemized. 


Fires caused by railroads and 


smokers numbered 132. Uncontrolled 
fires resulting from fire used hi 
clearing land totalled 78. The other 
causes were as follows; fishermen, 
16; logging, 14; camp fires, 38; incen- 
diary, 30; miscellaneous, 12; and un- 
known 110.

By far most of the fires occurred 


during the dry spell in May, when 
there were 289 reported. June was 
next with 65, and April third with 
36. 


In district No. 9 there were 21,8061. 


acres burned over. In only one oth-T 
er district were there more" than 
5,000 acres burned, this was district 
No. 4, comprising Forest and Flor- 
ence counties, where 
6,186 acres 


were damaged.
